~—The following sketch of the oldest book firm
30 our city we extraot from a New York ex.
change:—
MATTHEW CAREY AND HI8 SUCCESSORS,

“In 1798 Mr., Carey commenced bookselling
and printing, on o smail scale, lu 4 small store.,
Nol Envlug tull-bound books enoogh to #il the
shelves, he sopplled their place with spelling
books, For tweuty-five years he was present,
summer and winter, at the opening of his stors,
and wes generally it il day long. When the
yellow tever raged in Philadelphia in 1768, he
wai an active member ol the committee of
health, of which Stephen Girard waa head, and
wrote a ‘History ot the Yellow Fever in 1785,
which passed through four editions, In 1798

@ co-operated with liul:o‘l White and hallg-
dozen laymen to estnblisn the drst Sunday Sehool
soclely in Americn, Io the same year he was
dragged into a paper war with William Cobbett,
Who shen was u publisher in Philadelphia, and,
attacking him in verse snd prose in the ‘Por-
eupinlad,’ soon silenced him,

“From the first, Mr, Carey's bookstore, though
amall, was suceesstul. He printed s large edi-
tion of ‘Guthrie's Geography' (a most amusing
as well as nstructive book), in gqaarto, to the
extent of 2000 copies, at $12, with & folio ntlns
of lorty or Alty maps, which was lo advanos of
all the rest ol “the irade' In Ameriea ut the
time. He produced, far superior ta the London
edition, 5000 eoples of Goldsmith's *Animated
Muture,’ in four volumes octavo, at §10, doubling
the original number of plates by using the chiei
QG the engravings of Boatfon's ‘Nataral His-

, being 3000 eoples of the Bible in quarto,
price $10, He paid & clergyman $1000 to ipsery
virious additionn] relerences. He collated, o
secure acevracy of text, four London, three
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Cambridge,
twe Anerican Bibles, and produced a more cor-
reet letter-press than had ever been eblained,
It was calied the ‘sianding edition,’ because,
etereotypes not having eome mto use, the entire
volume was kept in ¢ to snpply the demand
for reimpressions, In 1802 he was electad b
the kenate of the State s Director.of the Ban
of Pennaylvanin, and o June that year suc
oeeded in obtmalng in New Yerk & large meet-
ing of the printers and bookseliers of the
United States, the object being, an at the ereat
literary fairs in Frankfort and Leipsic, to res
Iy buy, #ell, and exchange thewr respec-
tive publicafions, Alter four or dve
experiment the project, whien had not worked
well, was abandoned.

“In 1514, Mr, Carey wrote aund published the
‘Olive Branch,’ of which 10,000 capies were sold,
the object being to harmonize the two antago
nistic parties of the country, Edition aiter
edition went off, fresh matter belng constantly
added. Mr. Maltthew .Carey's last work of im-
partance was publiehed 1n 1822 being ‘Bssays
on Political Economy,’ in which the leading
iden is protection to native industry and manu-
factures, Mr. Duyekinck states that from 1819
to 1823 Matthew Carey published no less than
filty-ning scparate pamphicts in favor of a pro-
tective taritl, amounting to 93,022 pages, and
baving an immense eirculation,

“By this time Matthew Carey wns in prospoer-
ous circumstanaecs, Hie business had gradually
extended, until he became one ot the largest,
and certalnly was not the least enterprising acd
intellizent. of American booksellers,  Following
the fashion of the vime, he had entered largely,
with the advantage of a good education und dis-
crimimative judgment, into the republication of
the best English books,

“Henry C Carey, his son, born in December,
1798, waus extremely well educated.  His owa
and his futher's wish made toe book business
his own, and ne entered the store st the early
fige of viﬂu, reading and digestine many books,
and thus unconscionsly preparing himsell for
the nuthorshlp whieh was to be his sell-
devoted lubor of lnter years, and the instruction
of a large and nopuiur circle of readers and
believers, On atiaining his majority, in 1814,
Mr. H. C. Curay became his futher's partner, and
the firm was Carey & Son until 1821, when
Mathew Carey retired, and the tirm of Carey &
Lea was lormed—the pariners being brothers-
in-law. Mr, H. O, Carey remained leading part-
ner wheo, in 1826, tne firm of Carey, Lea &
Carey was established — the junior partner
being Mr. Edward Carey. In 1828 toe firm sepa-
rated into Carey & Leaund Carey & Hart, On the
retitement of Henry C. Carey irom the first of
theee houses, in 1836, Mr. Isaac Lea, the remaining
partner, mmlu?r his brotherin-law mw part-
tergblp, ang (he firm ot Lea & Blanchurd was

formed—sub-equen..’ Blanchard & Lea, but

reduced to Henry C. Lea 'n 1865 by Mr, Blan-
chard’s leaving the coneern, The Arm of Carey
& Hart vanked very high among Américan pub-
lishers; and among the distinctive works which
it issned may be named the collection of con-
temporary }fr'ttinh ossayists—Carlyle, Macaulay,
Taliourd, Jeftrey, Sidney Smuth, Allison, Mack-
intosn, ele,—the publication of which in thus
country led to their lssue in a collective lorm
by the writers in London and Bdinburgh, Carcy
& Hart denit liberally with native sathors,
About eleven years ago Carev & Hart retired,
and Mesers, Jesse Parry & McMallan took thelr
F]acf.- at the southenst corner of Chesnut and

ourth streets, In 1867 the punle-tempest which
proved so fatsl to many busines: men did not
spare this new firm.

“The original business was greatly enlarged
after H. C, Carey became hiz father’s partner,
and was extended by him into channels pre-
viously almost wholly unexplored, He it was
who engralted the medical branch upon the
general business, In 1824 he established the
system of trade sales, which has ever since
been the great medium of exchange between
American publishers and booksellers. Before
he quitted trode Mr, H. C, Carey broke into
authorship with an ‘Essay on the Rate of
Wages,” in which it was shown that, besides
robity and intelligence, he had inherited his
ather's leading views on political economy,
From this work Frederic Bastiad copied its
leading ideas. It has been traunslated into
French, Italian, and Swedish, It wus expanded
(1837-40) into the * Principles of Political
Economy," in three volumes octavo—decidealy
and rationally anti-Malthusian. Perbaps Mr,
Carey's most important work—certainly that by
which he is best known, and which has been
tranglated into several torelgn langunges —is
the *Principles of Social Science’ (1858-60), In
three volumes octavo.

*Henry O, Lea, of the late house of Blanchard
& Lea, and grandson of Matthew Carey, is the
only member of the family now in the book
trade. In Bansom etreet, near Seventh, Mr,
Len bhas just erected & hegndsome building for
the publication of original and foreign medical
and surgical works., Chiel among the former
are the ‘Medical Lexicon, [ete., of Dr. Robley
Dungliron, ot Philadelphia, Mr, Lea also pal-
lishes 1the Awmerican Journal of the Miedical
Soiences (quarterly), edited by Dr, 1sanc Hays,
and & monthly magazine, the Medwal News and
Library.”

—The Hound Tabls of this week has an article
on “Wanted—A Literary Exchange,” which we
publish below. The idea suggested i« a good
one, and many of its featurcs are already found
in the Press Club of Philadelphia. To be sure,
{he Club is not a business society for judging of
literary merit; but It 18 the grand resori for all
journalists from other cities, who desire to know
or become acquainted with the press of Phila.
delphia, A good library of reference is secured,
and papers and magazines kept on file, We con-
sider it a8 near such an exchange as the Round
Table suggests as the ldea In practice will allow,
We give below the article;—

“It s a Jittle remarkable that no one has ever
established in this clty & general exchange
or bureéan tor the sale and purchase ol literacy
wareés, The tield 18 certainly very broad and
entirely unoceupied, while the promise of pecu-
piary reward appears to us o be very great,
The only attempt that has ever in the Taintest
degree approached to the plan we have in mind
was made by the late Mr, Park Benjamin, But
this was of too little consequence to be consl-
dered as a teit, although Mr, Benlamiu was
flooded with manuscripis and with literary com-
missions of every concelvable kind, The time
has fully come for gomething more than this—
for an institution that shall give to every writer
in the land o fair market tor the disposition of
his works—the valustions to be mude by a
disinterestod board. The purpose ot this artlcle
18 10 explain the manner in wiich we think such
# plan could be necomplished, and the sdyan-
tages that would wecrue wlike to writers and
publishers,

“In the first place, the movement should be
taken in bund by wn association of gentlemen—
like the Century Club or the University Club of
this eity—who would give it character and
literary ability. But as th's might not be
feasible &t the beginning, a small club conld be
organized, 1o be known as the Assoeclation for
the Encourngement of Amorican Writers, and
who would have Iftle difficulty in perieoting
arrugements 1or an exchunge, Rooms should

* kecored in some contral locality—eentral to
the publishers—where literury characters or
pubhishers would tind i pleasant to cnll,  Papers
and mugazines should be kept on tile, and tuere
should be oesks for wriling, und  rooms
espocinlly for conversation. Of course thess
rrangements und convenlencies would be but
0{ winor importance when compared  with
: € ooaln object of the exchange. This ought
0 be the careful critfoism and valuation of
mAnuseripts of gll kinds—whethor hooks or
"“‘:“p““"‘ articles. For 1his purpose compe-
tent persons should pe employed whose judg-
ment would be correct, and for whose HETVipes
good salaries should wid.  And, when
desired, wavuseripts tould be submitted to
publishers and editors, and an opinion given of
their merits which wight be of advantage to
the writer, or perchane: to the publisher, In
this way nuthors would not be so much st the
meroy of publishers, whils publishers would be
sparcd 8 vast daal of annoyanes, Especially
would it prove of grest sdvan to writers
who are unknown, and who must of necessity

very great deal ol correspondence and vexation
o:r{he part of commitiees. The exchange counld
alzo meet demands in the line of autographs and
coine, and it wonld be no small ftem iu its proper
provinee to provide journals with editors, libra-
ries with Jibrarians, schools with teachers, pub-
lishers with writers, and socleties with lecturers,

“The question will ere this be asked, ‘How ir
all this to be accomplished, and who will pay
for it” Our ides is that the exchange should be
supported by ryearly fees constituting member-
ehip and entitiing to all the privileges of the
institution. A person paying a certaln sum to
have the right to submit mapuscripts and use
8ll the advantages pertaining to the agency;
and all others to have acoess 1o {1s priviieges upon
the payment of prices according to some estab-
lished echedule. 1In this way we balieve It
could not only be made paying” but profitable,
And il it should be begun upon a scale of suffi-
cient magnitude, it would have a character and
would be patronized by the most eminent ns
well as the unknown. y should there not be
n literary as well ns any other exehange !
